• Washington, Dec. 23,—Col. Roosevelt 
has given every evidence of a desire to 
co-operate with republicans to defeat 
Woôdrôw Wi^oh. 
Now some republi- 
can le&derii are manifesting a desire to 
cw'operfite with Col. Roosevelt. 


That ifi about all the significance to be 
found in the so-called "Giary dinner'." It 
is no new thing for Roosevelt to be 
friendly with the head of the United 
I States Steel corporation or for Mr. Gary 
to bé friendly with 
Roosevelt. 
While 
RèOfiét'eit wag in office and had his 
bureau of corporations 
investigating 
frusts it is a well known fact that the 
U. S. Steel corporation was regarded as 
a "good" trust, and that it did not get 
piosecuted. It has been equally immune 
t'lider the administrations of Taft and 
Wilson. 


The presence of Richard Y. Linda- 
bury at the Gary-Rooaevelt dinner is 
more significant. It was LindabUrj* who 
first put Woodrow Wilson into politics. 
A luncheon was given at the Lawyer's 
club lb the spring of 1910 at which were 
présent Col. George Harvey, Mr. Linda- 
bury, (who by the way is at the head of 
tho'lej^al foices of the U. S. Steel ¿or- 
J;oration), Jim Nugent, the démocratie 
bo8s of Newark, N. J., Democratic Na- 
tional Committeemen Robert F. H\k1- 
speth, of New Jersey, and Sheriff Eu- 
gene Kinkaid. of Hud.son county. Thcr^e 
W#re the gentlemen who subsequently 
wade Wilson governor of New Jersey. 
Mr. Lindabury explains hia presence at 
the Gary dinner on the ground that it 
was a private and not a political afl'ftir. 
George B. Cortelyou was there; also 
William Loch, formerly 
secietiiry to 
President Roosevelt, and now with the 
Guggcnheinr mining interests. 


Those at the dinner 
fathered wliat 
cvefybody haa learned who has lately 
had any contact with the Colonel, a 
strong impression that the latter desires 
tho defeat of Woodrow Wilson and the 
democratic 
administratibn—so 
keenly 
defircM this defeat that he is willing to 
toke almost any measures necessary to 
that end. He will not support any ro- 
publicau who took part in tl\e theft of! 
his nomination at Chicago, but lie has 
said repeatedly that he will support at\y 
decent progressive republican nominee. 


He has named in this connection Cum- 
mins, Borah and Hadley. 
Recently the 
name of Knox has been used, but as 
Knox is hardly a popular ligure before 
the country this name may be discarded. 
Burton is too late a convert from his 
pacificism to get the Colonel's endorse- 
ment, but the republican leaders see 
that they must 
face the proposition 
that Roosevelt is not committed to a 
progressive party nominee, but may be 
relied on as a regular svipporter if a 
suitable republican candidate is named 
at Chicago.

Lansing^s Second Ancona Note. 


Secretary Lansiiig's second note to Austria-Hungary regarding 
the shelling and sinking of the Italian steamer Ancona, the text of 
which was made public Wednesday, sounds more like plain business 
than diplomacy for it is. worded so as to be plainly understandable. 
Stripped of the verbal verdure and the diplomatic ornamentation and 
the bowing and scraping that usually characterizes the correspond- 
ence between nations, there is never a line in the note that leaves the 
reader in doubt as to exactly what was meant. 
It should operate 
toward a definite understanding and a satisfactory settlement of the 
important issues in controversy. 


Setting up as the very basis of the American contention that it is 
Austrian admissions and not the evidence %om other sources that 
justifies American demand for disavowal of the act, discipline of the 
submarine commander, indemnity for American lives lost and assur- 
ance that there will be no repetition of the affair, Secretary Lans- 
ing has disposed effectively of all ground for haggling. It is made 
very clear that the United States cannot consider inconsequential de- 
tails or discuss incidental phases of the case in the face of essential 
facts already admitted by the Vienna foreign office. The Italian liner 
was torpedoed after its engines had stopped and whil© passengers 
were yet aboard. The Austrian statement to this effect, made a few 
days after the liner was sent down, establishes, in the view of the 
United States, the violation of international law and the culpability 
of the Austrian commander. That constitutes thé crux of the situa- 
tion. 
^ 
' 


But with all its admirable clarity and directness, the note does 
not bluster. It is most respectful. It sets forth that in view of the 
facts the United States ''finds no other course open to it but to hold 
the imperial and royal government responsible for the act of its naval 
commander, and to renew the definite but respectful demands" made 
in its original note. The candor and the earnestness of the note, no 
less than its friendliness, should commend it to the respectful ac- 
quiesence of the Vienna government.

IMPROVEMENT IN DYESTUFFS. 


In another letter dealing wth the question of failure of officers 
of Muncie to enforce the law in that city. Governor Ealston urges 
citizens of the town to use the legal means at hand for redress to com- 
pel a respect for law and to bring the negligent officials to time. He 
holds it the duty of citizens to do this rather than to appeal to 
state authorities for assistance, and cites the fact that the circuit court 
of the county, the prosecuting attorney and the sheriff have the power 
to prevent the alleged notorious conditions now prevailing in Muncie, 


'' even though the mayor and his police force be in sympathy with, or 
a part of, the alleged lawless element," The governor is doubtless 
correct in his citation of the law of remedy, but it is seldom applied 
because the average private citizen does not especially relish taking 
upon hiihself the burden of law-enforcement. He reasons, and cor- 
rectly, too, that the duty is not his own so much* as it is the duty of 
the official whose oath of office requires him to do it. Perhaps, how- 
ever, suffering under lawless conditions is scai'cely more than an 
adequate penalty placed upon the people for lack of judgment in ele- 
vating to office men whose sympathies are with the lawless. . 


It must be admitted, after all, that Capt. Franz VonPapen, the 
recalled German military attache, made a very graceful exit from the 
United States in sailing for home after Washington had declared him 
persona non grata. He took a good, healthy wallop at the enemies of 
his country, it is true, but his expression of friendship and admiration 
for the United States, and his declared confidence that no machina- 
tions of Germany's enemies would be able to embroil this land and 
his own in war will do much to foster the hope that somehow after 
it's all over the captain will come back to us.

Wis., is reported to have* developed a 
system whereby aniline products may 
be manufactured

low cost. 
A Philadelphia dispatch to 
the New York Times says that 
the 
present dye famine will be 
smashed 
within sixty days, according to an of- 
ficial of the United Import and Ex- 
port company, a New York concera. 
This house reports the shipment, across 
the continent, of a large quantity of 
orcbilla, which is an essentia element 
in the manufacture of dyes. 
With a 
sufficient quantity of this material, it 
is said that manufacturers should bo 
able to produce colors equal, if not su- 
perior, to imported stuffs in luster and 
tone. 
The shipment to New York is 
valued at $250,000. 


Thus from one part of the country 
and another come reports of the extra- 
ordinary activity which dye manufac- 
turers are exhibiting. 
Chemical houses 
realize that fortunes are to be made. 
Dyes are beinfî produced in increasing 
quantities. 
While many of these un- 
doubtedly are inferior to the imported 
stocks from Germany, this is a de- 
ficiency which experience should over- 
come. 
The disposition on the part of 
the administration and individual meni- 
bers of congress undoubtedly favors a 
liberal attitude toward

dye 
in- 
dustry'.

man supplies are cut off desperate at- 
tempts are being made to build up na- 
tional 
industries.

that in Japan direct subsidies are given 
—a practice unsuited to business prin- 
ciples in this country. 
In 
England, 
much is being made of the national 
spirit. 
Weavers and mill owners stand 
pledged to buy domestic products and 
to do everything in their 
power 
to 
build 
up 
a 
British 
dye 
industry. 
Throughout the textile trade of (ireat 
Britain, however, there 
is a 
distinct 
shortage of fast original colors. 
Consu- 
lar dispatches give no assurances that 
England is making progress comparabl; 
to that achieved in this countrj'. 


DIMMING THE HEADLIGHTS. 


(Grand Rapids News). 


A higher tax on airtomobiles is not the 
only change with which Michigan mo- 
torists will have to contend at the be- 
ginning of the year. Under the new au- 
tomobile law which takes effect Jan. 1, 
all brilliant headlights will have to be 
eliminated to some extent. 
There have 
been various local regulations up to this 
time, but they have been generally dis- 
legarded. 
The "new state law will be 
more stringent and probably will correct 
tho headlight evil, which has ever been 
a menace to traffic of all kinds. 


The intention of the new law is to 
protect drivers from the blinding glare 
of approaching 
lights. 
The "dimmer 
law," as it is familiarly called, provides 
for making some arrangements whereby 
the brilliancy of the lights may be re- 
duced and drivers of other machines pro- 
tected. 


The changing of the 
lights to those 
having dimmers would involve a large 
expense if the owners were compelled 
to purchase new lights in the market, 
i'or that reason, any arrangement which 
serves the purpose will be tolerated un- 
der the new law. There are a number of 
Avays of dimming lights without invest- 
ing in new lamps. 
Some of the ways 
are placing of black discs of paper i» 
the cent-ers of the headlights, pasting a 
triangular strip of yellow paper on the 
lower section of the lamp, or pasting a 
lialf circle of green paper across the 
lower half of the glass. Any of these 
makeshifts, Avhich are inexpensive and 
easy to arrange, will satisfy the legal 
demands of the new statute. 


It is hopeil the statuto^ will be en- 
forced and the number of fatalitiça ap- 
preciably reduced.

Shops in France Displasring 
Stocks of Exclusively 
Home Manufacture. 


Paris, Dee. 21.—The present holiday 
season find» the French toy-shops stock- 
ed, probably for the first time in four 
years, with toys exclusively of French 
manufacture. The Germans, with what 
was practically a monopoly on toys, for- 
merly exported into France some $4,- 
000,000 worth of toys every year, par- 
ticularly leftden soldiers and doll heads. 


It is probably also true that the chil- 
dren of France, who form an |irmy of 
some 5,000,000 were never so thoroughly 
<'r{uipped with war toys as they will be 
this year. 
There is no evidence from 
the stores that the preparations for the 
Christmas and New Year celebrations 
are any less elaborate than usual, and 
it is everywhero noticed that the win- 
dows and shelves are filled with aero- 
planes, Zcppelini;, hand LTfiiadcs, forts, 
rifles, pistols, sabres, machine gima, can- 
non and soldiers dressed in uniforms of 
tbe British. Russian, Italian and French 
armies and Cerman soldiers, too, for 
opponents. The old-tinie playthings of 
children have entirely disappeared from 
the stores. Tlic children will not have 
nnythin<.' that isn't modeled for warfare. 
So'warlike are the girls that the toys of 
the boy.'i serve for them also, save for 
the dcdls, and even they, instead of 
wearing their usual finery of silks and 
satins, are plainly dressed as Red Cross 
nurses with whole outfits of bandages 
and surgical instruments at their dis 
posal.

Americanists Who Believe 
World is Old Seek to 


Supply Proof. 
! I 


Washington, Dec. 23.—Among the 12 1 
learncxl societies which are to hold joint j 
sessions with the Seconil Pan-American 
scientilic congress, opening here on Mon- 
day, December 27, is one compoije<l of 
noted savants of ncariy every civilized 
country of the world, who are all devot- 
ing their lives to the study of America 
with a view to obtaining new evidenre 
that the western hemtsi)here is really 
older anthropologically 
timn 
the 
so- 
called Old World. These men, forming 
the International Congress of American- 
ist?, after having met every two years 
since 1807, in nearly all of the great 
capitals of the world, are this year fore- 
gathering in Washington simply in or- 
der to carry on tlieir discussion with 
tho anthropological section of the 
I'an- 
American congress. 


Within three miles of the white liouse. 
ir. the neigliborhood of which tlie sos- 
jiions of the congress will be held, are 
the remains of a great quarry which it 
Ls said, was worked by the j)rehistorii' 
stone masons of America a long time 
before the pyramids of Egypt- were 
built. 
Here beside a branch of Kncli 
(-'reek is an extensive area filled wit!» 
the refuse ot tho aboriginal workshops, 
fragments, eliips of quartzite and quartz, 
broken and partially shaped implements, 
hammer-stones and anvils, in places to 
a depth of 10 feet. The ancient excava- 
tions are covered witlj debris from the 
low bluffs above, but trenches have been 
dug and the visiting Americanists will 
be able to make satisfactory studies, 
under the direction of Prof. W i l l i a m II. 
Ifolme.s, head curator of the Smithsonian 
Institution, wlio has thoroughly 
ex- 
plored the quarries. Dr. Holmes, beside 
being one of the leading Americanists 
himself, is a member of the executive 
committee of tho Pan-American con- 
gress and chairman of the section on 
anthropology. 


In connection with the deliberations 
on 
the 
anthropological 
section, 
the 
Americanists w.ill consider racial prob- 
lems, which are said to be among tlie 
most important with which science has 
to deal at the prcent time, and wliich

To the Editor of the Sentinel:—Our 
citizens hardly seem aware of the splen- 
did effort that our school board is mak- 
ing to bring vocational education to the 
young women of the city. 
The 
Do- 
mestic Science department is practical. 
It is planned to meet the needs of a 
large body of young women who can 
not spend the time to take the four 
years of high school work before enter- 
ing the trades. 
This work is j)lanned 
not only to assist girls to prepare for 
trades, but better still to fit them for 
life, for whether they go into the in- 
dustries or marry, every 
girl 
should 
learn how to cook; how to manage a 
home; 
how to make 
her clothes and 
hats and how to take care of 
them. 
This is the sort of work that vocation- 
al schools are designed to provide. Not 
only this, there is a practical, cultural 
side, especially planned to fit girls for 
practical 
life, that 
occupies 
half 
the 
time. 
In charge of these dei)artments 
are 
specialists, splendidly 
prepared 
to 
teach this work. 
There 
are 
other 
plans designed to make this department 
far 
more 
effective—model 
flat 
and 
laundry—that 
could 
be 
arranged 
for 
with the additional room that is giv- 
en to the Domestic Science department 
since the boys have been taken to the 
Harmar 
school, but the 
school 
board 
is not warranted to spend the money 
in carrying out all these plans unless 
they have students enough. 
Therefore 
it rests with the people whether this 
school shall 
fulfill all 
that the com- 
munity requires. 
One of the students 
who did the work last year, was able 
to enter the second year of the Lucy 
Flower 
high school of Chicago. 
The 
work 
is cultural, 
practical, 
specific, 
splendid and many of our young peo- 
ple who are out of school with leisure 
at their comipand should avail 
them- 
selves of this privilege to j)reparc for 
life. 
This course is open to all girls 
who have reached the seventh 
grade. 
The girls can enroll at any time real- 
izing that work of this character 
will 
contribute 
to 
more 
effective woman- 
hood and give women a life long inter- 
est in the work especially designed to 
fit them for home-makers.

naval advisory board. 


"During the present war," said Mr. 
Cofl5n, "no power has been able to keep 
more than 30 per cent of its aeroplanes 
in operation at one time. 
One of the 
greatefvb difficulties has been the train- 
ing of a sufficient number of air pilots 
In the repair of motors, which is one of 
the most essential parts of an aviator's 
knowledge. 


"Some time ago we suggested 
this 
plan to the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica. 
We have received. word that the 
plan wa« agreed to witli enthusiasm and 
that all of the large automobile manu 
' fiicturera had offered their plants as 
laboratories for government aviators. It 
will take about three months to give an 
aviator a good foundation in the running 
of motors. 
This plan will enable us, in 
case of trouble, to train thousands of 
men in thi« branch of aviation within 
three months. 


"Another step taken by this commit- 
tee wa« the plan to call on all makers 
of aeroplanes in the country to get them 
to agree upon standards. 
We hope to 
have all the aeroplanes made with a 
view to 4heir possible use in the event 
of war. In the present circumstances 
with the aeroplane of all types, each 
differing down to the minute detail, it 
would iaereaM the difficulties in making 
repairs and finding parts for replace- 
xnent by •«•eral hundred per cent. 


"The standardization we have in view 
would make it possible to have a stock 
of pnptilen and other parts most likely 
t o get ont of order so that « a y broken

Very Bitter Issue Comes to 
Front in Germany 
Again. 


Berlin, Dec. 23.—Anti-Semitism, an 
issue 
which has been 
almost 
dead 
since the beginning of the war, has been 
revived tliis week uy the Tagea Zeitung 
and otlier newspapers. 
In consequence 
controversy wnicn may be described 
as most bitter, hay broken out between 
papers of the Tage« Zeitung stamp, on 
the one hand, ana tiiose like' tlie Tagc- 
biatt, which adopt a liberal attitude m 
regard to the Jewish question, on the 
oUier. 


The more liberal papers resent intense- 
ly every 
anti-Jewish 
movement, par- 
ticularly as it is asserted German Jews 
have borne their share of the war lib- 
erally and ai-e doing their utmost for 
the fatherland in both a military and 
an economic sense. 
The present revivail 
of 
the anti-Semitic 
movement 
began 
with a savage attack in the Tages Zei- 
tung against Eugene Dietrich, who had 
accused a Berlin 
morning 
newspaper, 
inferentailly the Tages Zeitung, of • be- 
ing anti-Jewish. 
The latter denied it 
was the newspaper attacked and furth- 
er accused Jewish feeling by putting the 
blame on still another Berlin journal. 
The Tageblatt entered the controversy, 
calling the Tages 
Zeitung 
utterances 
"base 
defamation 
of 
German 
Jews, 
many of whom died for the fatherland 
after voluntarilj' joining the army—in 
which they were notably different from 
certain anti-Semitic nationalists which 
have not lived up to the war propa- 
ganda they preached for years." 


Theodore Wolff, of the Tageblatt, who 
is perhaps the most prominent editor 
of Permany, 
declares 
that, notwith- 
standing the revival of anti-Semitism, 
the feeling against the Jews in Ger- 
many is gradually on the wane, exist- 
ing nowhere to a great extent except, 
possibly, among the minor nobility, lie 
said: 
"I look for eventual liberty for 
Jews in Germany, 
such 
as exists in 
America 
today."

The Hague, Dec. 5.— (Correspondence 
of Th3 Associated Press).—The Dutch 
marine corps, popularly known in the 
Netlierlunds as "Soldiers 
and 
¡Suilors 
Tk)0," celebrated the 2o0th anniversary 
of its formation 
at 
Willomsoord, 
on 
December 10. 
Although the corps has 
had a history of gallant deeds in every 
quarter of the globe, the celebration was 
held under the cloud of possible disband- 
ment, for there is an inclination in ofli- 
cial circles to abolish the corps altogeth- 
er in the near future, as its usefulness 
is believed to have disappeared under 
modern conditions 
of naval 
warfare. 
Gradual reduction of the number of ofli- 
cers has been going on for some time 
and for several years no appointment 
to the commissioned ranks 
have 
been 
made. 
The marines, however, have been 
maintained at a high state of efficiency, 
and among the Dutch people they are 
more popular than any other troops. 


It was in the 
days of the famous 


Dutch Admiral 
de 
Ruyter that 
the 
corps came into existence. 
Only two 
years later, iUj 1667, tlie corps took part 
an the Dutch naval raid on Chatham in 
England. 
For two and a half centuries 
since tJieir daring exploits have included 
the Spanisli war of succession against 
the Fiench at Cadiz; the storming of 
Gibraltar in alliance with the British 
marines in 1704; the capture at Bar- 
celona; and battles in Spain against the 
Frenoii at Madrid, Alicante and Sara- 
gossa. 
For many years they 
fought 
in the Dutch colonies, suppressing na- 
tive uprisings, and in colonial expedi- 
tions against PZngland and France. 
It 
was in the latter campaign that 
the 
Dutch marines were forced to capitu- 
late after a hard fight at the Cape of 
Good Hope jn ISO»), and Soutli Africa 
thus fell into British jiands. 
Since the 
beginning of the last century, except for 
the Belgian 
revolution 
in 1830, the 
Dutch marines 
have 
been 
employed 
solely in n»vy duty and colonial wars, 
but thej' have scarcely over been idle.

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Germans Declare Several Generations 
Will Pass Before Deep Hatred of Eng 
land Dies Down-They Do Not Feel 
the Same Toward Their Other Foes- 
Hatred That Inspired the Poem 
Increases As War Goes On

The deep hatred between Germany 
and England has grown until an age 
of peace and generations of sober- 
mindedness will never remove. 


In Germany the dislike of England 
has been expressed in the "Hymn of 
Hate," written by Ernest Lissauer, 
and in-England 
the wrath against 
Germany finds expression in ridicule 
of the kaiser. 


While there is a natural 
enmity 
between foes in battle, in the pres- 
ent great European conflict it only 
takes the form of bitter, permanent 
hatred In as 
far as the two great 
leading nations are concerned. 


The attltud,e of Germany against 
her other foes is rather that of pity 
than hatred, ti'or all its evils, for all 
its woes Germany blames England. 


It is predicted that this war v. ill 
not come.to an end until Germany 
hae punished England or has sacri- 
ficed its last soldier in the attempt. 


Germany's greatest bitterness for 
her foe developed when England re- 
leased its savages on the troops of 
the kaiser. 
From India and Africa 
were gathered the wildest of fight- 
ers, the primitive men who since the 
creation of the world have advanced 
biit little out of the cave-men's class. 
Their methods of offense are almost 
the same as those of the wild men 
of the .Palaeolithic age of more than 
5.000 years ago. 


FIGHTIITG 
WILD MEir. 


While not afraid 
of this savage 
foe, Germany felt that it was a blow 
at her highly developed civilization 
to compel her to face these wild men 
of Asia 
and Africa. 
It cried out 
asainst the white man being made to 
flght the fiendish remnants of a for- 
gotten era. 


The German hatred was fanned to 
flame when 
the 
influence of the 
j^glish turned the hordes of Russia 
loose. 
Gerojany, while fighting the 
desperate battle of a hemmed in foe, 
has construed every act of its op- 
ponents as the direct result of Eng- 


lish influence. 


As the "Hymn of Hate" sets forth: 
"We have one foe and one alone— 
England." 
When Great Britain at- 
tempted 
to cut off all supplies to 
Germany, that country felt it deeply, 
—not that it was not a justified act 
of war, but because the great Ger- 
man empire was made subject in a 
certain 
way to the dominance of 
England's great sea power. 


German's submarine activity has 
been almost solely devoted to re- 
prisal on Great Britain. The great- 
est desire of the nation has been to 
sweep England from the sea. 
This 
has been given as one reason for the 
German fleet remaining 
In safety 
near Helgoland. 


Were Germany just fighting In an 
ordinary war it long ago would have 
sent its fleet out to meet that of the 
British and to then and there decide 
the matter of supremacy. But ^vith 
hatred comes craft. Hatred can be 
satisfied only by the greatest meas- 
ures of reprisal. It seeks to forever 
crush its foe and it conserves all of 
its energy to strike the telling blow 
that will result in satisfied venge- 
ance. 
When men are just angry 
they flght wildly and 
Indiscreetly. 
But when 
they hate 
they seek to 
snare their foe, they plan all man- 
ners of reprisal, they conserve 
all 
their energies for the master stroke 
that will 
gratify 
the 
desire 
for 
vengeance in a final victory. 


Germany 
has made 
the greater 
majority of Its Zeppelin 
raids on 
England, although France Is nearer 
and more easily raided. The aero- 
planes 
and Zeppelins 
have made 
perilous journeys across the chan- 
nel to strike fear into the hearts of 
their opponents and to seek revenge 
on Its Innocent Inhabitants 


BRITISH 
SATIRE. 


England has devoted its entire ex- 
pression of hatred for Germany in 
satire and this has mostly been di- 
rected against the kaisen and Ger- 
man "kultur." 


To the "Hymn of Hate." England 
has replied through Its poet-laureate 
Watson, in a poem against the kai- 
ser the most 
significant stanza of 
which ia: 


"Open the grave. 
Lower him in; 


Laughter and mirth. 
Let them begin." 


In fact the two nations have al- 
lowed this 
battle of hatred to be 
taken by its poets and in this con- 
nection it has been remarked that 
the poets of England have been sad 
failures as far as writing martial 
verse is concerned. 


Poet Kipling has 
shown himself 
as a failure when it comes to writ- 
ing verse that might inspire a great- 
er enlistment against Germany, resi- 
dents of Berlin declare, while Toet 
Watson, too. has failed 
to produce 
the verse that might have an inspir- 
ing effect on the war forces of a na- 
tion. 


On the other hand, Germany ar- 
gils. Ernst Lissauer has come for- 
ward with a striking poem that has 
heaped fuel on the fire of German 
hatred for England and expresses 
that undying enmity and bitterness 
that whole ages of peace can never 
remove—a hatred that it seems will 
last until either of the two nations 
finally wrests an almost eternal vic- 
tory fronJ the other. 


While Poet Lissauer may be Im- 
agined as the embodiment of Ger- 
man hatred for England he Is a com- 
paratively 
peaceable and 
broad- 
minded man with little of intense 
hatred In his being. 


EXPLAINS 
HIS YEBSE. 


His explanation of his verse Is ex- 
pressed as follows: 


"The occupation of East 
Prussia 
by the Cossacks made an impression 
on my soul from which I never shall 
be freed. But you can't hate 
any- 
thing so fdr beneath you as these 
Tartars. 
Mongols 
and 
«^oflsacks. 


England has made herself one with 
these and we can hate England. 


"When all these barbarians came 
pouring in upon us 
in August and 
September of last year I could see 
England behind them, urging thom 
on." 


This man generally supposed out- 
side of Germany to be the embodi- 
ment of German bitterness, has nev- 
er set foot on English soil, does not 
speak the English language, has be- 
cause of his quiet way of living t.iet 
fewer traveling Englishmen than the 
average German, and admits 
that 
the closest personal connection with 
the country toward which he is sup- 
posed to feel so Intensely, Is that a 
distant relative of his lives in Lon- 
don—a great aunt. 


On the other hand his conscious- 
ness is full of the thought of the 
enormous empire to the east of Ger- 
many that stretches across two con- 
tinents, and hangs like a dark cloud 
on the German horizon. 


Lissauer's 
most 
intimate friend 
was killed within the last year whüe 
b^lping to defend Germany—not on 
Its western, but on its eastern fron- 
tier—against Russia. 


The Hymn of Hate became legend- 
ary within the first few weeks of its 
existence. The story ran that it had 
been written by a member of the 
Tenth Bavarian inf&ntry, known for 
its recklessness and fury in assault 


Only a soldier in. the midst of ac- 
tual fighting, it was said, "could lave 
written a chant so full of martial 
spirit." Archibald Henderson spoke 
of it as having appeared in an illus- 
trated weekly. But the editor never 
had been given the privilege of re» 
jecting it. No one seemed to know 
where It had 
appeared, for It ran 
like wild-fire through all the German 
press. 
FORESAW 
THE WAR. 


Lissauer foresaw the present tvar 
a few years ago. He pointed out the 
probability of a great European con- 
flict to a friend of his. 


The friend had laughed at him, de- 
claring such a war would be Impos- 
sible, and Lissauer had been covered 
with the contusion that overtakes 
the dreamer when his Intuitions are 
confronted by the hard, cold facts 
of th¿ practical business m^n. 
But 


the poet was right. Today the same 
friend lies 
buried in Poland, and 
the poet's few short stanzas about 
the war are better known than any 
of the other writings of students of 
European history or of practical pol- 
iticians. 


There are newspapers that wage 
a systematic campaign against the 
poem and on the other hand there are 
banking houses which have liun- 
dreds of copies of the poem in three 
languages and inclosed them in ev- 
ery letter to a neutral country. This 
is highly significant—that Lissauer 
received the decoration of the Order 
of the Red Eagle on the^ last )>irth- 
day of the kaiser." 


Lissauer explains the inspiration 
of his poem as follows: 


"In those first few weeks of the 
war a strange feeling came over me. 
It 
was as 
though 
the earth had 
changed—as if Germany had been 
with terrific suddenness 
physically 
cut off from other countries—as if 
there were a thick fog between Ger- 
many 
and the rest of the world. 
Then 
came 
the 
invasion of East 
Prussia. I learned, from the lips of 
eye-witnesses of the terrible cruel- 
ties and barbarities of those savage 
hordes when they invaded our coun- 
try 
I shall never get over the im- 
pression those stories 
made upon- 
me. 


"As I thought of what was hap- 
pening 
there In 
East 
Prussia, It 
seemed to me as If I could distfn- 
guish^owering behind these half-Asi- 
atic hordes, urging them on the fig- 
ure of our cousin, England. 
HIS INSPIBATIOIT. 


"Then the mist around me seemed 
to become darker and thicker, par- 
ticularly toward the west until I 
could stand it no 
longer. 
I hap- 
pened to be very busy at that tlnie, 
had no leisure Just then to write a 
poem, no desire to do so. But then 
there was 
something 
In me that 
wanted to be expressed, something 
that was too powerful to be resisted. 


"A friend to whom I read this 
poem, soon after I had written it, de- 
clared that It was a poem for the 
millions. How true that was I did 
not realize until the day after he had 
it published 
through 
a 
syndicate 
simultaneously through the newsim- 


pers all over Germany. 


"Letters 
and 
telegrams 
began 
pouring in on me at once, and now 
after a year the number is still in- 
creasing." 


Lissauer is not a man of hate but 
his verse expresses the real attitude 
of Germany toward her natural foe. 


The poet has 
expressed no iule 
sentiments. He has not allowed his 
desire to write to dictate his words. 
He has but crystalized the sentiment 
of an entire nation—he has defined 
for Germany its attitude against its 
foe—he has centered this hate into a 
mass against England and his verse 
has fanned into flame the deep anger 
the Germans have because of their 
isolation, their lack of food and their 
bitter trials during the war. 


The conflict must end some time 
and peace w^ill be restored but in 
generations to come the "Hymn of 
Hate" will be read in the schools and 
at the German firesides and if ever 
this bitter conflict is forgotten by 
generations to come this poem may 
Rgain kindle the flame and between 
Germany there shall always exist 
that great, undying and irremova- 
ble barrier—HATE.

FEEDING ANIMAL MATTER ECONOMICALLY 


The Oldest Works on the Subject of Ponitry Recommend Feeding Animal 
Matter in Some Form, But It Is Only Recently That 
¿reen Bone Has Become Popular.

Up to about 1889, winter egg-pro- 


luction was not much of a feature, 
great as the demand was, for the 
reason that there seemed no possible 
way of getting the hens down to solid 
work. 


There was an improvement, how- 
ever, when better houses, better feed- 


richness of the meat and other foods 
used. 


It is best to mix the meat In the 
real feed. 
But in the case of green 
cut bone it is more satisfactory to 
feed in troughs, allowing a pound of 
green bone for every 16 fowls, or, an 
ounce per head. 


Th® imports of the products of 
poultry culture into this country from 
foreign countries show that the Held 
is still open to a large increase of the 
industry in the United States, and that 
the opportunity is waiting for those 
with sagacity and industry enough to 
take advantage of it. 


Compared with well rotted barn- 
yard manure, there are 48.60 pounds 
of phosphoric acid in hen manure to 
pix in barn-yard manure; 41 pounds 
^f potash to 10 in barn-yard manure 
and 
67 pounds nitrogen to 11 in 
barn-yard manure. 
This analysis is 
based on a ton each of hen and barn- 
yard manures. 


It is common to call all poultry 
"chickens," but strictly speaking, a 
chicken is a young fowl, generally 
under six months of age, and a "fowl" 
is one over that age. 
On the same 
basis, a young male under one year 
of age, or a young female of the same 
age, are knoVvn as cockerel and pullet, 
respectively. 
They become cock and 
hen after that. 


Referring to the value of coal tar, 
Hotchkiss says that if it is put in rat 
holes, runs, etc., rats, mice, minks 
and weasels will desert the premises.

Improved Methods 


of Stock Feeding 


The man who had the forethought 
to provide plenty of good carrots and 
mangles, is exceedingly well flxed for 
bringing the farm animals through 
the winter in good condition. 


A good many dairymen are feeding 
skim milk to their cows. The animals 
seem to relish it; and, as it is not a 
fettening 
food, it does them no harm. 


Whether or not it pays to grind 
corn for fattening pigs depends upon 
the price of the corn and the facilities 
and cost of grinding, which vary with 
the seasons and the conditions on the 
farms. 


If skim milk is added to the ration 
fed to young chickens it will increase 
the consumption of other foods given. 


Feed which has been allowed to 
get wet will ferment or sour readily 
and cause intestinal disorders. 
Don't 
feed it to your stock. 


During the years when corn brought 
a very low price, cattle feeding could 
be conducted on very loose principles 
and still pay fair profits, but condi- 
tions have since changed and methods

Pork production returns to the soil 
the grain food elements that are con- 
sumed by the hogs, but cattle and 
sheep feeding make possible the use 
of clover, alfalfa and corn fodder and 
return them to the soli in a manner 
that will encourage the growth of 
more clover, alfalfa and grain in the 
crop rotations and thus preserve the 
fertility of the soil.

man can go out and buy the class of 
young feeders that are demanded in 
the production of baby beef. 


The advocate of baby beef has as 
his chief argument that young and 
growing animals make cheaper gains 
than older ones, or that the coat of 
a pound of gain increases with the 
age of the animal. 
This law is well 
established, and is primarily due to 
the fact that growth and lean meat 
requires less food for its production 
than does fat, for lean meat Is a 
watery tissue compared with fat and 
is a less concentrated product. 
Fat 
is the most concentrated animal pro- 
duct we have. 


For 
generations Bnglish 
farmers 
have made extensive use of dwarf 
Essex rape as a stock food. 
This 
plant may be described as a rutabaga 
run to head. 
The seed is sown like 
rutabaga turnips and cultivated, with- 
out thinning. 


Experiments at the Kansas 
and 
Indiana stations show that the con- 
tinued feeding of moldy com to horses, 
causes nervous and intestinal troubles 
of a serious nature. 


A ration consisting of two-thirds 
corn and cob meal and one-third bean 
meal may be fed to dairy cows with 
good results. 


A feed of roots, especially carrots, 
is greatly relished by the colt. If when 
they are cut up. a little oil-meal is 
scattered over them. 


Good protein hay from clover or 
cow peas, combined with some nice 
corn stover (stover is simply the stalk 
without the car, and may be used 
whole or shredded) will make a satis- 
factory roughage for feeding young 
heifers. 


A limited amount of silage may be 
fed with satisfaction to sheep—say 
about ten pounds per head each day. 
But It should be fed In connection 
with some dry roughage, such 
as 
clover or alfalfa hay, or even mixed 
hay and straw. 


In very cold weather, the sheep 
should have plenty of clover hay or 
corn fodder or such other roughness 
as is available on the farm. The ewes 
should be kept In a good, thrifty 
condition In order that the offspring 
may be.healthy and vigorous—D. B. 


THE TECHNICAL DESCRIPTION OF APPLES 


Some of the Methods Which Are Uaed in Making Accurate Measurements of 
Apples Which Add Greatly to the Value of a 
Study of Pomology

When one wishes to do exact work 
in the study of pomology it will in- 
crease accuracy to make liberal use 
of exact measurements, for the novice, 
especially if ha be a student in sys- 
tematic pomology it will improve the 
soundness of his judgment in descrip- 
tion, and therefore add to the value

It can 
not always be undertaken, however, 
as it takes time. 


Many measurements 
of the 
tree 
characters may be made without difll- 
i culty. 
The height and spread of the 
! tree may be ascertained 
by direct 
measurements if the tree Is small, or 
by any of the usual methods of for- 
estry work where the tree is large. 
The length and diameter of the shoots 
and buds are easily measured, also 
the length and breadth of the leaf 
blade. 
The sise of the serratures is 
most conveniently measured by count- 
ing the number pier half inch or per 
centimeter. 


An apple fruit seems rather an 
awkward body to measure accurately; 
nevertheless, by the adoption of cer- 
tain fixed rules much can bo accom- 
plished. The instrument» needed may 
be a simple ruler, preferably of cellu- 
loid, but a pair of calipers is often 
useful. The unit of measure may be 
the millimeter or the inch. 
In Itself 
the former is much to be preferred, 
but the latter is more commonly used 
among 
American 
pomologists, 
and 
doubtless to them conveys a more 
definite meaning. 


The most common and useful meas- 
ures are the cross and axial diameters. 
The former should always be taken at 
right angles to the axis, and the latter, 
parallel with It, and for the sake of 
a uniform practice it is best to secure 
the greatest diameter In each case. 
Calipers are necessary for exact work, 
but close approximations may be se- 


The depth and breadth of the carlty 
and basin may be Measured without 
cutting the fruit. 
The rule shoul« 
be whittled to a dull point about two 
millimetere broad, and the depth as- 
certained by sighting across the baso 
or apex of the apple, ae the case may 
be. 
In measuring the breadth the 
dlatance between the points of contact 
of the rule and surface of the fruit 
is taken. 
In both cases it Is best to 
take the measure in the deepest and 
broadest part of the cavity or basin. 


There are several characters In th* 
interioir of the apple that lend them- 
selves readily to exact measurement 
The length and breadth of the tuba 
and of the core may be esslly mea»* 
ured on cutting the apple longitudin- 
ally through the axis; also the length 
and breadth of the cells, making sure 
that the cut Is made so as to split 
the cell exactly. The seeds are readily 
measured, giving their length, breadth 
and 
possibly 
thickness. 
The 
axis 
length from the insertion of the stem 
to the pistil point is easily measured.

SEIM MnJC FOR THE DAIRY CAIiF 


In order to perpetuate the dairy 
herd it Is necessary to raise the heifer 
calves. 
This appears at first to be a 
very simple matter, but 
herdsmen 
have found that It demands both skill 
and patience. 


Vigor and thrift are needed in the 
young animal, because upon it Is to be 
placed the responsibility of producing 
a large and economical flow of milk, 
and of contributing to the reproduc- 
tion of the herd. 


It is entirely out of the question to 
raise the dairy calf on whole milk 
alone, because of the cost. There are 
other good ways In which the same 
result can be gained. Various substi- 
tutes for milk have met with more or 
less success, but it is difficult to dls« 
pense with nature's own food. 


Skim milk for calves-has many ad- 
vantages. 
True, there are some dis- 
advantages, but these can be elimin- 
ated by careful feeding. A herdsmaa 
must know his calves. 


In the up-to-date orchard wher® 
the story of success is told in plain 
figures on the cash book every pre- 
caution is used to prevent lowerfng 
the quality of the fruit. 


Grain Saved by 


Feeding-Floors 


Those who have used feeding-floors 
for their hogs have found them to be 
grood grain savers, and concrete feed- 
ing-floors are coming into favor 


Such a floor should be 6 inches 
thick, and, if not laid against the 
barnyard pavement, should have a 
curb extending from It to It Inch«! 
below the surface of the ground. This 
will prevent the hogs from rooting 
under the 
floor. 
The floor should 
slope slightly toward one corner in 
order to carry off rain, or water used 
in washing. A rim around the outside 
edge will prevent grain from being 
pushed off into the mud. 


For feeding-floors concrete should 
be mixed In the proportion of 1 sack 
of Ptortland cement, 2 cubic feet of 
clean coarse sand, graded up to one- 
fourth of an inch, and S cubic feet of 
hard durable gravel or broken stone 
from one-fourth of an inch to one 
inch in diameter. 
Eleven sacks of 
cement will make enough 
concrete 
for 100 square feet of feeding-floor. 
The concrete should be thoroughly 
mixed 
and 
should 
contain 
enough 
water to make the mass quaky so 
that the concrete will flatten out of 
its own weight. 
It should be lightly 
tamped, 
however, 
then 
leveled off 
with a straight edge, and finished with 
a wooden 
float. 
The floor may be 
laid in slabs each 6 feet square, 2- 
Inch lumber being used" for forms.

SORTING POTATOES 


HEMP 


The yield of hemp in Kentucky is 
estimated at 1 070 pounds, a h ih 
flgure, and the total Indicated produc- 
tion is estimated at nearly eight mil- 
lion, pounds 
compared 
with 
about 
1,600,000 pounds last year, and 6,430,- 
000 In the census year 1909. 
The 
recent extraordinary revival of Interest 
In the production of this crop is indi- 
cated by these flgures. In 1909 Ken- 
tucky produced 
nine-tenths of 
the 
total United States crop of hemp on 
•,8S5 acres. 
This acreage diminished 
from year to year until it had fallen 
last year to 1,675 acres. 
This year 
the area planted to hemp in that state 
«MM taMreaaed to oT«r 7,000 acrask . 


There is money to be made by the 
sorting of potatoes. 
Consumers, large 
and small, do not like mixed lots. They 
want them uniform in size and quality. 
Consequently 
potatoes 
are 
usually 
sorted before being put on the market 
and the price which is paid the potato- 
grower is the price of sorted potatoes, 
less the cost of sorting. Therefore, the 
potato-grower 
who 
ships 
unsorted 
potatoes realty has to pay the charge 
of sorting. 


The shipper of unsorted potatoes, 
also, has to pay another charge, and 
that is the freight on the culls which 
are later taken out of his shipment. 


The shipper of unsorted potatoes, 
therefore, is simply wasting money. 
It pays to sort because it gives one 
the top market prices and because it 
saves freight on culls, and, it might 
be added, because the culls could be 
kept on the farm and made use of in 
rations for live stock. 


Feed the birds.

They earned their winter food 
and protection by destroying thou- 
sands of worms and weed^seeds.

House-Cleaning 


For the Cow Pays 


Before the dairy cow is taken from 
the 
pasture, 
the 
barn 
should 
be 
thoroughly and systematically cleaned. 
All cobwebs should be brushed down 
and the walls and ceiling should be 
whitewashed or painted some light 
color. Either whitewash or paint will 
give a clean surface and make the 
whole stable look lighter and brighter. 
It might be well, too, to put in a few 
extra windows. 


The dairy cow has had the freedom 
of the pasture and the fresh air of the 
fields for the last five months; she has 
practically 
maintained 
herself 
and 
produced milk upon succulent feed; 
she will soon be returned to the barn 
where she will spend the greater part 
of each day. 
It should be the aim of 
every keeper to see to it that his.cows 
are housed as comfortably as possible 
and provided with a goodly quantity 
and variety of palatable feed that will 
nourish her abundantly and help her 
produce an even flow of milk. 


The right kind of a cow will repay 
with interest every cent invested for 
her comfort—for warmth, light, venti- 
lation, and feed. 
If she is not com- 
fortably housed her returns will be 
cut down in proportion to her dis- 
comfort.

HINTS FOR APPLE EATERS 


Apples served raw should be ripe. If 
they have come from the market they 
should be washed before being served. 


Pared and sliced apples may be kept 
from discoloring by putting them Into 
a salt solution, one level tablespoonful 
of salt to three pints of cold water. 


Fine-flavored, fresh apples are no^t 
improved in cooking by the use of 
cinnamon or other condiments. 


To make "bird's nest," flll a pie tin 
which has perpendicular sides, with 
apples cored and cut into eighths. Add 
a very little water, cover with a bis- 
cuit crust, and bake 26 minutes, or 
until the apples are tender. 
When 
baked, turn the crust side down on a 
large platter, sprinkle with sugar, and 
serve with cream. 


For apple sauce, prepare applea as 
for bird's nest, place in an actd-proof 
sauce pan with a small amount of 
water and cook until tender but not 
miishy. 
Add small amount of sugar, 
continue ,the cooking for k minute or 
two. and then remove anQ allow to 
cooL

Cresol, 
carbolic 
acid, 
and 
other 
coal-tar products used as disinfectants 
have a disagreeable odor, which may 
readily be absorbed by milk and other 
dairy products. It is. therefore, some- 
tiines Inadvisable to use them, and in 
such cases bichloride of mercury may 
be substituted. 
This should be used 
in the proportion of 1 to 800, or 1 
pound of bichloride to 100 gallons of 
water. Where bichloride is used, how- 
ever, all portions of the stable which 
have 
become 
soiled 
with 
manure 
should 
first 
be thoroughly 
scraped 
and cleaned, as the albumin contained 
In manure greatly diminishes the dis- 
infecting power of the mercury. Bich- 
loride of mercury is also a powerful 
corrosive poison, and Its use should 
always be supervised by a veterinarian 
or some other person experienced In 
the handling of poisonous drugs. The 
bichloride solution should be applied 
with a spray pump like the cresol 
solution. All mangers and feed boxes 
which have been sprayed should be 
allowed to dry and then be washed 
out with hot water. 
Care in this re- 
spect is important, for cattle are es- 
pecially 
susceptible 
to 
mercurial 
poisonlnk. 


GAIN IN SHELTER 


FOR BROOD SOWS 


The brood sow should have a com- 
fortable shelter in winter. Good shel- 
ter, preferably in a cot well supplied 
with straw, will contribute to her well- 
being, and in that lies strength for 
her offspring. The shelter should be 
placed a considerable distance from 
her feeding place, in order that she 
may be compelled to take exercise. 
Her feed should consist of bulky foods, 
such as milk, roots and clover, hay. 


Caring For the 


Colt m Winter 


As the pastures dry up and winter 
approaches, the question of how to 
care for the growing colt through the 
winter confronts the farmer. 
Many 
colts will be taken from pasture with 
a goodly store of fat only to be 
turned out to a straw pile for feed 
and shelter, and will come out next 
spring lighter in weight than they 
are this fall. 
On the other hand, not 
a few colts may be ruined by heavy 
feeding In stalls, where they cannot 
take exercise. 


The ideal shelter for colts Is a 
tightly built shed, open to the south, 
where the animals may go in and out 
at their own pleasure, and where they 
may have the run of a good big field 
for exercise. 
Idle farm horses can 
best be sheltered in the same way. A 
dry bed and protection from cold winds 
and rain is all that is needed. 


Two 
parts 
of 
oats 
(preferably 
crushed) and one part of bran, makes 
a very suitable feed for growing colts. 
In cold weather a little corn may be 
added not to exceed 25 per cent of the 
ration. 
If clover or alfalfa is used as 
half of the roughage ration, no oil- 
meal will be needed, but if the rough- 
age consists of wild hay or 
corn 
stover, about 8 per cent of oil-meal 
should be added to the grain ration. 
W.here oats are high in price and bar- 
ley is plentiful, a ration of crushed bar- 
ley 60 per cent, bran 30 per cent, and 
oil-meal 10 per cent should give good 
results.—J. s. Montgomery.

She joined the 
Decatur County Pig Club as a ham 
and bacon member, and kept close 
record of the feed given and weight 
of her pig, which was not a pure 
bred. 


When the pig was 10 months old, 
it was killed according to the instruc- 
tions 
sent 
her. 
it 
weighed 
225 
pounds net when dressed as meat and 
yielded also a 50-pound can of lard. 
The pig cost less than 6 bushels of 
corn to pfoduce, as it was raised on 
kitchen waste in addition to the com. 


The other seven pigs raised by the 
mother and left to rustle with her 
were killed at the same time and aver- 
aged only 87 pounds net-when dressed 
as meat.

This embodies the results of a stu«»r 
of the soils of a vast area In Alaslm 
by experts of the Bureau of Soils,

velopment. 


It was found that gardening is car- 
i ried on and grass thrives in Alaska, 
; up to and north of the Arctic Circle. 
' In addition it is shown that the cli- 
; mate and soils of Finland are very 
similar to those of Alaska, the latitude 
of the two regions being practically 
idéntical. 
In Finland a number of 
crops are grown at a considerable 
distance north of the Arctic Circle. 
Barley, 
for 
example. 
Is 
generally 
grown as far north as 68 degrees 
80 minutes, or 2 degrees north of tha 
circle. Almost 7,000,000 acres in Fin- 
land were under cultivation and In 
Improved 
meadow 
in 
1911. 
That 
country has a population of 3,140,100 
(reported in 1911), and about 85 per 
cent of this number live outside the 
cities. Crop production, stock raising, 
and dairying are important industries. 


This comparison with Finland and 
nnother with parts of Siberia 
are 
given to demonstrate the possibility 
of agricultural development in Alaska.

Ralston, in a letter sent yesterday to 
Judge Frank Ellis, of the Delaware 
circuit court, urges

A year cut off from the 
world by sandbags.

for myself occupation. 
Else after this 
war it will seem strangely difficult to 
be human. 
Enfln, these playthings 
Well, you shall hear.

"When the Grermans bombarded Ar- 
ras our battery was billeted in 
the 
bovi (enormous cellars) of the Maison 
ftouge; that is the most sinister house 
in the world. 
With us at first were a 
dozen women and la petite Rosalind 
Mesdames 
les 
Refugees cooked 
and 
i-leaned, keeping our cellars tres chic. 
And Rosalind? 
Ah, what should we 
have done without that very small per- 
»on? 


"When she was good one of us would 
hold her to the parapet for an instant 
that she might observe our guns giving 
voice or enemy batteries replying for 
lisHimo. When she was naughtv it was 
her penance to play dolls all alone nn- 
ier an aroh. 


"One morning a giant howltaer bur- 
led the safest' of our cellars—^that cel- 
lar where Rosalind played dolls. Helas,' 
nur poor little one was absolutely deso- 
fated.

PRISONERS ARE TRANSFERRED 


Given Places When New 
War Levy Draws Heav- 
ily on Men. 


Zurich, Switzerland, Dec, 10.—(Cor- 
respondence of The Associated Press)— 
With the new levy in Austria-Hungary 
drawing away yet 
many thousands 
more men from civil occupations, the 
demand 
for 
female 
help 
has been 
further increased. 
Women are now not 
only welcomed, but eagerly sought for 
in various fields of industry and com- 
merce from which they were previously 
sternly excluded. But at the same time 
they have been given to understand 
that this is only a temporary condition 
and they must be prepared to naake 
room for the men, when these come 
back from the field. 


Quite apart from the much talked of 
women street car conductors, one sees 
the sex engaged 
now in all kinds of 
work, in factories, 
stores and offices, 
everywhere. 
In the 
laboratories 
of 
great industrial plants the "Frau Dok- 
tor" is standing behind scales, and re- 
torts, and bottles, engaged in the most 
intricate chemical analysis. 
Before the 
war she was only admitted as an as- 
sistant, but as one after the other of 
her male colleagues was called to 
the 
army, she was permitted to fill their 
places. 


Coming into Vienna on the northern 
railway, hundreds of women may be 
seen working on the gigantic coal heaps, 
shoveling the coal into the hoppers and 
performing the heaviest kind of manu- 
al labor. 
Formerly everybody would 
have, scoffed at the idea of a female 
"coalman," but now nobody turns to 
look at her. 


Amateur women photographers have 
becomc assistant'^ to doctors in x-rav 
work, and in elc<'tric then-apeutic treat- 
ment. 
In (Jratz special courses of in- 
struction in photography are being given 
for this work; 
The women are taught 
by university professors, and receive 
certificates attesting their 
fitness. 


The capable housewife no longer re- , 


mains at home; her services yhaTe been 
foiuid valuable in taking thè doineetic 
management of hospitals, and sanator- 
iums, and convalescent homes. If living 
in the country, she devotes • herself to- 
raising noultry and eggs, or fruit grow- 
ing. 
The agricultural colleges are con- 
stantly increasing their number of wom- 
en students. 
People who hitherto op- 
posed the idea of women 
becoming 
hardeners are now applying, to the col- 
leges for them. 
Young women have al- 
ready done extremely well as landscape 
gardeners. 
A special school for thenu 
has recently been opened in Vienna. 


This problem of the effect of the en- 
try of women into the labor market 
after the war, is already engaging the 
serious attention of the authorities in 
Austria and in Germany. Only recently 
the Bavarian government issued a pub- 
lic warning to women against rusnihg 
into fields of work,> so far monopolized 
by men. 
They are told in plain terms, 
tiiat as a matter of course they would 
have to give up their places to men 
as soon as the latter were back from 
the army; and that 
therefore they 
ought not to spend money on training 
in business colleges 
for 
employment 
which could only prove temporary. But 
just the same these colleges have gone 
on advertising for pupils and promis- 
ing them most lucrative engagements at 
the end of a few weeks' course. 
And 
the rush of new applicants for positions 
continues, despite the warning of the 
authorities that in Bavaria, at least, 
the supply of women labor of all grades 
is greater than the demand.

400,000 Employes of 458 Railroads to 
Vote Within Sixty Days. 


Chicago, Dec. 23.—Pre.si<lents of 
the 
four brotherhoods of railway trainmen 
have started work preparinji the ballot 
to be sent to the 400,000 employes of the 
458 railroads in the United States, ask- 
ing their approval of thfse demands: 


An eight-hour day, with the same 
wages now paid for working ten hours. 


Time and one-half for working over- 
time. 


Sixty days will be given the members 
to vote and return their ballots. 


After all ballots have been rettuned,

Woodrow Wilson. Now some republi- 
can lenders are manifesting a desire to 
<:o-operr.t« with Col. Uoo*evelt. 


Tllut ix about all the significance to bo 


found in the so-called "'Jury dinner." It 
is no uew thing for Kooscvclt to be 
friendly with the head of the 
United 


States Steel corporation or for Mr. Gary 
to be friendly with Koosevclt. 
While 


Kooflcvelt was in office 
and had his 


bureau 
of 
corporations 
investigating 


trusts it is a well known fact that the 
U. S. Steel corporation was regardod'as 
« "good" trust, und that it did not get 
pj08«cuted. It 1ms been equally immune 
to^der the administrations of Tnft, and 
Wilson. 


The presence of Kichnrd V. Linda- 


bury at the Gary-Roosevelt dinner is 
more MgninVant. it was Lindabtiry^who 
first put Wuodrow Wilson into politics. 
A luncheon was given at tho Lawyer's 
club in the spring of 1D10 at which were 
present Col. George Harvey, Mr. Linda- 
Iniry. (who by the way is at the head of 
tho legal forces of the U. S, Steel cor- 
poration), Jiru Nugent, the democratic 
boss of Newark. N. J., Democratic Na- 
tional Oommitt«emen Robert F. Hud- 
«p«tk, of New Jersey, and Sheriff Ku- 
jene Kinkaid. of Hudson county. These 
w»rc the gentlemen who subsequently 
made Wilson governor of New Jersey. 
Mr. Lindahury explains his presence at 
the Gary dinner on the ground that it 
was a private and not a political affair. 
• leorge B. Cortelyou was there; also 
William Loch, formerly 
nccrrtary to 


President Koosevelt, auil now with tho 
Guggenheim mining interests. 


Those at the "dinner gathered what 


everybody has learned who has lately 
bad any contact with the Colonel, a 
strong impression that the latter desires 
the defeat of Woodrow Wilson and the 
democratic 
administration—so 
keenly- 


o'csires this defeat that he is willing to 
take almost any measures necessary to 
tbat end. He will not support any re- 
publican who took part in the theft of 
his nomination at Chicago, but he has 
said repeatedly that he will support any 
decent progressive republican nominee. 


He has named in this connection Cum- 


mins, Borah and Hadley. Recently the 
name of Knox has been used, but 
as 


Knox is hardly a popular figure before 
Ihe country this name may be discarded. 
Burton is too late a convert from his 
pacificism to get the Colonel's endorse- 
ment, but the republican leaders see 
that they must 
face the proposition 


that Roosevelt is not committed to a 
progressive party nominee, but may be 
relied on as a regular supporter if a 
suitable republican candidate is named 
nt Chicago. 


It is possible 
that RooRcvelt may 


imsclf become the republican candidate. 
The Colonel, however, does not 
think 


this possible. "He is so anxious for the 


defeat of the democratic administration 
tiiat he is willing to put aside his per- 
sonal ambitions und support a candidate 
who he thinks would make tho strong- 
est run. He believes himself out of the 
Dinning. His bitter denunciation of hy- 
I honated Americans and tho antagon- 
inis which have been engendered by th« 
party split hu considers uiako him a 
weak nominee. 
Some man like Cum- 


mins, with his support would poll the 
progressive party strength and could 
be- supported by those republicans whoM 
regularity is approved t>y the old-time 
tosses like Crane, Barnes and Pcnrose. 
lie would rather see tho republican coa- 
ventlon name a progressive republican 
whom he could support than to be forotd 
it.to the fight himself. 


The Colonel will not, however, stand 


by and silently see the republican con- 
vention put up a man like John W. 
\\ceks, L. Y. Sherman, Chariot 'W. Fair- 
banks, or Theodore E. Burton with th« 
inevitable sequel of a progressive party 
convention and the nomination of. a 
progressive party candidate who would 
poll just enough rotei to defeat the op- 
position and possibly re-elect Woodrow 
Wilson.

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Lansing's Second Ancona Note. 


Secretary Lansing's second note to Austria-Hungary regarding 


the shelling and sinking of the Italian steamer Ancona, the text of 
which was made public Wednesday, sounds more like plain business 
than diplomacy for it is worded so as to be plainly understandable. 
Stripped of the verbal verdure and the diplomatic ornamentation and 
the bowing and scraping that usually characterizes the correspond- 
ence between nations, there is never a line in the note that leaves the 
reader in doubt aa to exactly what was meant. It should operate 
toward a definite understanding and a satisfactory settlement of the 
important issues in controversy. 


Setting up as the very basis of the American contention that it is 


Austrian admissions and not the evidence from other sources that 
justifies American demand for disavowal of the act, discipline of the 
submarine commander, indemnity for American lives lost and assur- 
ance that there will be no repetition of the affair, Secretary Lans- 
ing has disposed effectively of all ground for haggling. It is made 
very clear thut the United States cannot consider inconsequential de- 
tails or discuss incidental phases of the case in the face of essential 
facts already admitted by the Vienna foreign office. The Italian liner 
was torpedoed after its engines had stopped and while passengers 
were yet aboard. The Austrian statement to this effect, made a few 
days after the liner was sent down, establishes, in the view of the 
United States, the violation of international law and the culpability 
of the Austrian commander. That constitutes the crux of the situa- 
tion. 


But with all its admirable clarity and directness, the note does 


not bluster. It is most respectful. It sets forth that in view of the 
facts the United States "finds no oilier course open to it but to hold 
the imperial and royal government responsible for the act of its naval 
commander, and to renew the definite hut respectful demands" made 
in its original note. The candor and the earnestness of the note, no 
less than its friendliness, should commend it to the respectful uc- 
quieseuce of the Vicuna government. 


In another letter dealing with the question of failure of officers 


of Muncie to enforce the law in that city, Governor Ralston urges 
citizens of the town to use the legal means at hand for redress to com- 
pel a respect for law and to bring the negligent officials to time. He 
holds it the duty of citizens to do this rather than to appeal to 
state authorities for assistance, and cites the fact that the circuit court 
of the county, the prosecuting attorney and the sheriff have the power 
to prevent the alleged notorious conditions now prevailing in Muneie, 
"even though the mayor and his police force be in sympathy with, or 
a part of, the alleged lawless clement." The governor is doubtless 
correct in his citation of the law of remedy, but it is seldom applied 
because the average private citizen does not especially relish taking 
upon himself the burden of law-enforcement. He reasons, and cor- 
rectly, too, that the duty is not his own so much as it is the duty of 
the official whose oath of office requires him to do it. Perhaps, how- 
ever, suffering under lawless conditions is scarcely more than an 
adequate penalty placed upon the people for lack of judgment in ele- 
vating to office men whose sympathies are with the lawless. 


It must be admitted, after all, that Capt. Franz VonPapen, the 


recalled German military attache, made a very graceful exit from the 
United States in sailing for home after "Washington had declared him 
persona non grata. He took a good, healthy wallop at the enemies oi' 
his country, it is true, but his expression of friendship and admiration 
for the United States, and his declared confidence that no machina- 
tions of Germany's enemies would be able to embroil this land and 
his own in war will do much to foster the hope that somehow after 
it's all over the captain will come back to us.

The announce- 
ment was made by H. E. Coffin, chair- 
juan of the committee on production, 
organization and standardization, in con- 
nection with the meeting here of tho 
naval advisory board. 


"During tho present war," said Mr. 


Coffin, "no power has been able to keep 
more than .'iO per cent of its aeroplanes 
in operation at ..ae time. 
One of the 


greatest difficulties has been the train- 
ing of a sufficient number of air pilots 
in tile repair of motors, which is one of 
the most essential parts of an aviator's 
knowledge. 


"Some time ago we suggested this 


jiUn to the Automobilo Club of Amer- 
ica. We have received word that the 
plan was agreed to with enthiwiamn and 
that All of the large automobile manu- 
facturers had offered their plants as 
laboratories for government aviators. It 
will take about three months to give an 
aviator * good foundation in the running 
of motors. This plan will enable us, in 
cage of trouble, to train thousands of 
men in thia branch of aviation within 
threo months. 


"Another stop taken by this commit- 


tee wmi tie plan to call on all makers 
pf aeroplanes in the country to get them 
to agree upon standards. We hope to 
have all tho aeroplanes made with a 
view to their jxissible use in the event 
Of WIT.

DUTCH MARINE 


KOW 25UEARS OLD 


Netherlands Fighters Have 


Recently Celebrated 


Anniversary. 


The Hague, Dec. 5.—(Correspondence 


of Th3 Associated Press).—The Butch 
marine corps, popularly known in the 
Netherlands as "Soldiers and 
Sailors 


Too," celebrated the 2f>0th anniversary 
of its formation a.t Willemsoord, on 
December 10. Although the corps has 
had m history of gallant deeds in every 
quarter of the globe, the celebration was 
held under the cloud of possible disband- 
ment, for there is an inclination in offi- 
cial circles to abolish the corps altogeth- 
er in the near future, as its usefulness 
is believed to have disappeared under 
modern conditions 
of naval warfare. 


Gradual reduction of the number of offi- 
cers has "been going on for some time 
and for several years no appointment 
to the commissioned ranks have been 
made. The marines, however, have been 
maintained at a high state of efficiency, 
and among 'the Dutch people' they arc 
more popular than any other troops. 


It was in tho days of the famous 


Dutch Admiral de Ruyter that tho 
corps came into existence. 
Only two 


years later, in 1007, the corps took part 
in the Dutch naval raid on Chatham in 
England. For two and a half centuries 
since their during exploits have included 
tho Spanish war of succession against 
the Flench at Cadiz; the storming of 
Gibraltar in alliance with the British 
marines in 1704; the capture at Bar- 
celona; and battles in Spain against the . 
French at Madrid, Alicante and Sara- 
gossa. 
For many years they fought 


in tho Dutch colonies, suppressing na- 
tive uprisings, and in colonial expedi- 
tions against England and France. 
It 


was in the latter campaign that tho 
Dutch marines were forced to capitu- 
late, after a hard jlght at the Cape of 
Good Hope in IHOfi, and (South Africa 
thus felliinto British hands. Since tho 
beginning of the last century, except for 
the Belgian 
revolution in 1830, the 


Dutch marines 
have 
been employed 


solely in navy duty and colonial wars, 
but they have scarcely ever been idle.

Germans Declare Several Generations 
Will Pass Before Deep Hatred of Eng- 


land Dies Down—They Do Not Feel 
the Same Toward Their Other Foes- 


Hatred That Inspired the Poem 


Increases As War Goes On 


EMPEIPOJP Wll-V_»AH, OF GERMANY 


KING GEORGE, OF ENGLAND 


The deep hatred between Germany 


and England has grown until an ago 
of peace and generations of sober- 
mindedness will never remove. 


In Germany the dislike of England 


has been expressed in (he "Hymn of 
Hate," written by Ernest Lissaucr, 
and in England the wrath against 
Germany finds expression in ridicule 
of the kaiser. 


While there is a natural enmity 


between foes in battle, in the pres- 
ent great European conflict it only 
takes the form of bitter, permanent 
hatred in as far as the two great 
leading nations are concerned. 


The attitude of Germany against 


her other foes is rather Ufat of pity 
than hatred. For all its evils, for all 
its woes Germany blames England. 


It is predicted that this war will 


not come to an end until Germany 
has punished England or has sacri- 
ficed its last soldier in the attempt. 


Germany's greatest bitterness for 


her foe developed when England re- 
leased its savages on-the troops of 
the kaiser. From India and Africa 
were gathered the wildest of fight- 
era, the primitive men who since the 
creation of the world have advanced 
Init little out of the cave-men's class. 
Their methods of offense are almost 
the same as those of the wild men 
of the Palaeolithic age of more than 
5,000 years ago. 


FIGHTING 
WILD MEN. 


While not afraid of this savs,ge 


foe, Germany felt that it was a blow 
at her highly developed civilization 
to compel her to face these wild men 
of Asia and Africa. 
It cried out 


against the white man being made to 
fight the fiendish remnants of a for- 
gotten era. 


The German hatred was fanned to 


flame when the influence of the 
English turned the hordes of Russia 
loose. Germany, while fighting the 
desperate battle of a hcrnmcd in foe, 
hag construed every act of its op- 
ponents as the direct result of k'ng- 


lish influence. 


As the "Hymn of Hate" sets forth: 


"We have one foe and one alone— 
England." When Great Britain at- 
tempted to cut off all supplies to 
Germany, that country felt it deeply, 
—not that it was not a justified act 
of war, but because the great Ger- 
man empire was made subject In a 
certain 
way to the dominance of 


England's great sea power. 


German's submarine activity has 


been almost solely devoted to re- 
prisal on Great Britain. The great- 
est desire of the nation has been to 
sweep England from the sea. This 
has been given as one reason for the 
German fleet remaining in safety 
near Helgoland. 


Were Germany just fighting in an 


ordinary war it long ago would have 
sent its fleet out to meet that of the 
British and to then and there decide 
the matter of supremacy. But with 
hatred comes craft. Hatred can be 
satisfied only by the greatest meas- 
ures of reprisal. It seeks to forever 
crush its foe and it conserves all of 
its energy to strike the. telling blow 
that will result in satisfied venge- 
ance. 
When men are just angry 


they fight wildly and indiscreetly. 
But when they hate they seek to 
snare their foe, they plan all man- 
ners of reprisal, they conserve 
all 


their energies for the master stroke 
that will gratify 
the desire for 


fengeance in a final victory. 


Germany has made the greater 


majority of its Zeppelin raids on 
England, although France is nearer 
and more easily raided. The aero- 
planes and Zeppelins have made 
perilous journeys across the chan- 
nel to strike fear Into the hearts of 
their opponents and to seek revenge 
on its innocent inhabitants 
BRITISH 
SATIRE. 


England has devoted its entire ex- 


pression of hatred for Germany in 
satire and this has mostly been di- 
rected against the kaiser and Ger- 
man "kultur." 


To the "Hymn of Hate," England 


has replied through its poet-laureate 
Watson, in a poem against the kai- 
ser the most 
significant stanza of ' 


which is: 


"Open the grave, 


Lower him in; 


Laughter and mirth, 


Let them begin." 


In fact the two nations have al- 


lowed this battle of hatred to be 
taken by its poets and in this con- 
nection it has been remarked that 
the poets of England have been sad 
failures as far as writing martial 
verse is concerned. 


Poet Kipling has shown himself 


as a failure when it comes to writ- 
ing verse that might inspire a great- 
er enlistment against Germany, resi- 
dents of Berlin declare, while I'oet 
Watson, too, has failed to produce 
the verse that might have an inspir- 
ing effect on the war forces of a na- 
tion. 


On the other hand, Germany ar- 


gues, Ernst Lissauer' has come for- 
ward with a striking poem that has 
heaped fuel on the fire of German 
hatred for England and expresses 
that undying enmity and bitterness 
that whole ages of peace can never 
remove—a hatred that it seems will 
last until either of the two nations 
finally wrests an almost eternal vic- 
tory from the other. 


While Poet Lissauer may be Im- 


agined as the embodiment of Ger- 
man hatred for England he is a com- 
paratively 
peaceable and broad- 


minded man with little of intense 
hatred in his being. 
EXPLAINS 
HIS TERSE. 


His explanation of his verse Is ex- 


pressed as follows: 


"The occupation of East Prussia 


by the Cossacks made an impression 
on my soul from which I never shall 
be freed. But you can't hate any- 
thing so far beneath you as these 
Tartars, 
Mongols and 
nnssacks. 


England has inado herself one with 
these and we can hate England. 


"When all these barbarians came 


pouring in upon us in August and 
September of last year I could see 
England behind them, urging them 
on." 


This man generally supposed out- 


side of Germany to be the embodi- 
ment of German bitterness, has nev- 
er set foot on English soil, does not 
speak the English language, has be- 
cause of his quiet way of living- Met 
fewer traveling Englishmen than the 
average German, and admits that 
the closest personal connection with 
1he country toward which he is aup- 
posed to feel so intensely, is that a 
distant relative of his lives in Lon- 
don—a great aunt. 


On the other hand his conscious- 


ness is full 
of the thought of the 


enormous empire to the east of Ger- 
many that, stretches across two con- 
tinents, and hangs like a dark cloud 
on the German horizon. 


Lissauer's most, intimate friend 


wa$ lulled within the last, year while 
helping to defend Germany—not on 
its western, but on its eastern fron- 
tier—against Russia. 


The Hymn of Hate became legend- 


ary within the first few weeks of its 
existence. The story ran that it had 
been written by a member of the 
Tenth Bavarian infantry, known for 
its recklessness and fury in assault 


Only a soldier in the midst of ac- 


tual fighting, it was said, "could J-n-vo 
written a chant so full of martial 
spirit." Archibald Henderson apolte 
of it. as having appeared in an illus- 
trated weekly. But the editor never 
had been given the privilege of re- 
jecting it. No one seemed to know 
where it. had 
appeared, for it ran 


like wild-fire through all the German 
press. 
FORESAW 
THK WAR, 


Lissauer foresaw the present war 


a few years ago. He pointed out the 
probability of a great European con- 
flict to a friend of hia. 


The friend had laughed at him, de- 


claring such a war would be impos- 
sible, and Lissauer had been covei ed 
with the contusion tnat o\'crtakes 
the dreamer when his intuitions are 
confronted by the hard, cold facts 
of the practical business man. But 


the poet was right. Today the same 
frieml lies 
buried in Poland, and 


the poet's few abort slan/.;is about 
the war are better known than any 
of the other writings of students of 
European history or of practical pol- 
iticians. 


There arc newspapers that wage 


a systematic campaign against the 
poem and on the other hand there ;ire 
banking houses which have hun- 
dreds of copies of the poem in three 
languages and inelosed them in ev- 
ery letter to a neutral country. This 
Is highly significant—lhat, Lissaucr 
received the decoration of the Order 
of the Red Eagle on the last birth- 
day of the kaiser." 


Lissauer explains the inspiration 


of his poem as follows: 


"In those first few weeks of the 


war a strange feeling came over me. 
It was as though the earth had 
changed—as if Germany had been 
with terrific suddenness physically 
e.ut off from other c.ountrics--as if 
there were a thick fog between Ger- 
many and the rest of the world 
Then came the 
Invasion of r.ast 


Prussia 
I learned, from the lips of 


eye-witnesses of the terrible cruel- 
ties and barbarities of those savage 
hordes when they invaded our coun- 
try. I shall never get over the im- 
pression those stories 
made upon 


1116"As I thought of what was hap- 
pening there in East Prussia, it 
seemed to me as if I could distin- 
guish towering behind these half-Asi- 
atic, hordes, urging them on the fig- 
ure of our cousin, England. 
HIS INSPIRATION. 


"Then the mist around me seemed 


to become darker and thicker, par- 
ticularly toward the west until I 
could stand it no longer. 
I hap- 


pened to be very-busy at that time, 
had no leisure just then to write a 
poem, no desire to do so. But then 
there was 
something in me that 


wanted to bo expressed, something 
that was too powerful to be resisted. 


"A friend to whom I read this 


po.cm, soon after I had written it, de- 
clared that it was a poem for the 
millions. How true that was I did 
not realize until the day after he had 
it published through a syndicate 
simultaneously through the newspa- 


pers ;il I over Germany. 


"Let tors and 
telegrams began 


pouring in (in me at once, and now 
after a year the number is slill in- 
creasing." 


Lissaucr is nol a man or halo but 


his verse expresses the real attitude) 
of Germany toward her natural foe. 


The poet has 
expressed no iule 


sentiments. He has not. allowed his 
desire to write to dictate his words. 
He ha:> but crystalled the sentiment 
of an entire nation—he has defined 
for Germany its nlliUide against, its 
foe—he has centered this hate into a 
mass against England and his versa 
has fanned into flame the. deep an?,er 
the Germans have because of their 
Isolation, their lack of food and their 
bitter trials during the war. 


The conflict must end some time 


and peace will be restored but in 
generations to come the "Hymn of 
Hate" will be read^ in the schools and 
at the German firesides and if ever 
this bit.t.er conflict is forgotten by 
generations to come this poem may 
again kindle 1he ilame and between 
Germany there shall always exist 
that, great, undying and irremova- 
ble barrier—HATE.

SKTM MILK FOR THE DAIRY C.MJF 


In order to perpetuate the dairy 


h«rd it Is necessary to ral*« the heifer 
calves. This appears at first to be a 
very simple matter, but herdsmen 
have found that it demands both skill 
and patience. 


Vlnor and thrift are needed In th«

alone, because of the cost. There are 
other good ways In which the same 
result can be gained. Various substi- 
tutes for milk have met with more or 
less success, but it is difficult to dis- 
pense with nature's own food. 


Skim milk for calves has many ad- 


vantages. True, there are some dis- 
advantages, but these can b« elimin- 
ated by careful feeding. A herdsma* 
must know his calves. 


In the up-to-date orchard where 


the story of success Is told in plain 
figures on the cash book every pre- 
caution is used to prevent lowering 
the quality of the fruit. 


Grain Saved by 


Feeding-Floors 


Those who have used feeding-floors 


for their hogs have, found them to be, 
food grain savers, and concrete feed- 
ing-floors are coming into favor 


Such a floor should be 8 Inches 


thick, and, if not laid against the 
hkrnyard pavement, ihould have a 
curb extending from II to It lachM 
b*low the surface of the ground. This 
Will prevent th» hogs from rooting 
under the floor. The floor should 
slope slightly toward one corner In 
•rd«r to carry off rain, or water used 
Ib trMhlng. A rim around the outside 
•dge will prevent grain from being 
pushed off Into the mud. 


For feeding-floors concrete should 


be mlxad in the proportion of 1 sack 
of Portland cement, 2 cubic feet of 
clean coars* sand, graded up to one- 
fourth of an inch, and 3 cubic feet of 
hard durable gravel or broken stone 
from one-fourth of an inch to one 
inch in diameter. 
Eleven sacks of 


cement will make enough 
concrete 


far 100 square feet of feeding-floor. 
The concrete should be thoroughly 
mixed and should contain enough 
water to make the mass quaky so 
that the concrete will flatten out of 
Its own weight. It should be lightly 
tamped, 
however, then leveled off 


With a straight edge, and finished with 
a woodtn float. The floor may be 
laid in elabs each C feet square, 2- 
Inch lumber being used for forms.

also, has to pay another charge, and 
that Is the freight on the culls which 
are later taken out of his shipment. 


The shipper of unsorted potatoes, 


therefore. Is simply wasting money. 
It pays to sort because it gives one 
the top market prices and because it 
saves freight on culls, and. it might 
be added, because the culls could be 
kept on the farm and made use of in 
rations for live stock. 


House-Cleaning 


For the Cow Pays 


Before the dairy cow la taken from

thoroughly and systematically cleaned. 
All cobwebs should be. brushed down 
and the walls and ceiling should be 
whitewashed or painted some light; 
color. Either whitewash or paint will 
give a clean surface and make the 
whole stable look lighter and brighter. 
It might be well, too, to put in a few 
extra windows. 


The dairy cow has had the freedom 


of the pasture and the fresh air of the 
fields for the last live months; she has 
practically maintained herself 
and 


produced mllk upon succulent feed; 
nhe will soon be returned to tho barn 
where pho will spend the greater part 
of each day. It should be the aim of 
every keeper to see to it that his cows 
are housed as comfortably as possible 
and provided with a goodly quantity 
and variety of palatable feed that will 
nourish liar abundantly and help her 
produce an even flow of milk. 


The right kind of a cow will repay 


with Interest every cent invested for 
her comfort—for warmth, light, venti- 
lation, and feed. 
If she is not com- 


fortably housed her returns will be 
cut down in proportion to her dis- 
comfort.

With Mercury 


Cresol, carbolic acid, 
and 
other 


coal-tur products used as disinfectants 
have a disagreeable odor, which may 
readily be absorbed by milk and other 
dairy products. It is, therefore, somo- 
tl.nes Inadvisable to use them, and in 
such cases bichloride of mercury may 
be substituted. 
This should be used 


In the proportion of 1 to 800, or 1 
pound of bichloride to 100 gallons of 
water. Where bichloride is used, how- 
ever, all portions of the stable which 
have 
becom£ soiled with 
manure 


should first be thoroughly scraped 
and cleaned, as the albumin contained 
In manure greatly diminishes the dis- 
infecting power of the mercury. Bich- 
loride of mercury is also a powerful 
corrosive poison, and Its use should 
n I ways he. supervised by a veterinarian 
or some other person experienced In 
tho handling of poisonous drugs. The

HINTS FOR APPLE EATERS

Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 23.—Governor 


Kalstoil, in a letter sent yesterday to 
Judgo Frank Ellis, of the Delaware
